bean done. 

The Mellakahtla*. to the nnml>*r of 
; about TOO, followed him there and be 
ha* aincc built np a town called 
Mellakahtla. after the former town in 
British Columbia The strung* island 
of Annette is about fifty mile* long 
and twenty-five mile* wide, and covered 
in the centre by a snowy mountain 
range All around the shore, are 
valley and rolling lands, on which are 
great forest* of pine, cedar and other 
similar trees. There ar* also some 
open glades, and there are many 
pretty coven All things considered, 
however, the island ia unfit for oceu 
puncy, except by natives of the far 
North, arenuomed to the changing 
climate moident to tba raging ocean 
about. The island was unpeopled l*e- 
forv, and tbs tlovernment, thinking 
it would never b# valuable for any 
other purjx>*e. gave i» to th* 
aiunary and hi* ward* 

The missionary, who is the absolute 
ruler and king«f the island, has built 
on Annette Island a practical repro¬ 
duction of the Ant Mellakahtla, though 
with tome new features. He has built 
a saw mill, and th* Metlnkabtlas hav,- 
erected a large number of building*, 

' modelled somewhat on tha plan of 
American hut*, yet having > -stinct 
Indian characteristic*. Father Dnn- 
can has sis.- caused a cannery to be 
built, and have given th* Indians 
shares in it. when they so deairwd, in 
return for their lnlH>r They have 
caught a great many salmon, halibut 
sud other fish tin* year, ha anya, and 
have made considerable money. lie 
thinks hi* quaer colony will ba as 
great s success in Alaska a* it was in 
British Columbia.
